Tbe present postal agreement Is to lie IB- 
vised and renewed.

lives or been Injured. Tbe building In 
wbiob the bazaar was held being a tempor- 
ary one, he said he could tell nothing 
abont It more than he bad learned from 
the newspaper accounts. 


A Siller's Grief. 


Vienna, May 6.—Empress Elizabeth of 


Austria has been crying constantly for 
her favorite sleter, Duohesse d'Alenoon. 
Her Majesty received tbe first newp of tbe 
disaster early in tbe morning yesterday 
through tbe medium of tbe newspapers. 
As if foreboding something, tho empress 
asked for tbe papers earlier than usual, 
but the ladles In attendance shrank from 
producing them, making excuses. Her 
Maje'ty, however, obtained them some- 
how, and the shook was terrible. She 
has been plunged Into grief all day and la 
utterly prostrated, declining to receive 
anybody and refusing all food. There are 
serious apprehensions for her delicate 
health. 
Duo d'Alenoon telegraphed tbe 


emperor this fcrenoon announcing tbe 
death. President Faure sent tbe emperor 
and empress a telegram of condolence 
through the French ambassador.

Her Fatherlnlaw Leaves $7,OOO.OOO, but 


Provides That She Snail Have 


None of It. 


New York, May 6.— In tbe will of 


Howard Potter, which was filed In the 
Surrogate's office, Cora Urqubart Potter, 
the actress, and wife of bis eon, James 
Brown Potter, was cut off without a 
penny. 
The value of the estate IB not 


given, but It la estimated tbat Mr. Potter 
was worth between (6,000,000 and 17,000,- 
000. 


The fifth clause of tbe will is as follows: 
"I also give to each of my sons and 


daughtera power tojglve, devise, and be- 
queath tbe rents, Issue, and Income of 
said part of my estate BO held In trust for 
bim or her, to be paid during his or her 
life, to any husband or wife be or she may 
have at his or her death who was In being 
at the time of my death, aa to him or her 
may seem prcper, excluding, however, 
Uora TJrqnhart Potter." 


Tbe eighth olause of the will Is meant 


to cut off any children bis son's wife 
might bave after she'ivcnt on tbe stage. 
Tbls clause Is as follows: 


"Having in various clauses of tbls will 


ipeclfloully referred Co this clause I hereby 
leclaro it my intention to and I do hereby 
exclude from any participation now or 
lenefit in my estate any or all of the chil- 
dren of my son, James Brown Potter, as 
may be born to bim by tbe eald Cora 
Urqubart Potter after July 1, 1880, and 
,lso tbe Issue of any such child."

Bloody Battles at Velestino and 


Fharaalos on tbe Frontier

TWO TO OME 4GAIKST THE CROSS. 


Upholders of the Turkish Crescent 


Numbere! by the Thousands—De- 


cisive Victories Claimed by 


the Greeks. 


Editor of the Danville, 111., Dally Com- 


mercial and W. J. Calhoun's lieu- 


tenant Given • Plum. 


Danville, May 6.— Word has been re- 


ceived here tbat E. A. Nye, managing 
editor of the Danville Dally Commercial, 
will be appointed by President MoKluley 
auditor of the war department at Wash- 
ngton. 


Colonel W. J. Calhonn of this city was 


instrumental In securing tbls appoint- 
ment. 
Colonel Calhouo and Mr. Nye 


made tbe fight for McKlnley instructions 
In the Vermilion county Republican con- 
vention apd won. Nye waa elected chair- 
man of the Vermilion county delegation 
at tbe state convention after a warm con- 
test with W. B. Jewell, and was Colonel 
Calhoun's lieutenant on the convention 
Soar. 


Mr. Nye waa born In 1867 In Dearborn 


county, Indiana. Be was educated at 
Westfleld college and the Indiana normal 
school. He taught school and preached for 
the Christian ohuroh six years. He Is an 
able writer, a good aooonntant and an ex- 
ceptionally brilliant orator.

London, May fi. -An

asserts that the Greek losses by the battles 
of yes today at Velestino and Pharsalea 
were certainly a thousand killed and 
wounded, -while the Turks lost fully 6000 
billed and wounded. 


At Plmrsaloa. 


Pharsalea, Mar 6.—The Greeks claim a 


decisive victory In tbe fighting here and 
at Velestino yesterday. The Greek line 
was attacked by 20,000 Turklab Infantry, 
besides large forces of cavalry and artill- 
ery. The Greek right wing was com- 
manded by Colonel Mavromlchaels; tbe 
left wing by Colonel Makrls. Both wings 
repulsed tbe Turks with great slaughter. 
It la estimated tbat 2000 Turks were killed 
at Valestino. The enemy also abandoned 
a large number ot guns. Preparations 
were carried on during the night with the 
utmost activity for a decisive battle which 
it seemed Inevitable for today. Tbe cheer- 
ing from the Greek camp could be o'early 
beard from here. The moral of the Greek 
forces is all tbat could be desired. The 
Greek artillery occupied better positions 
than the Turks and were well served. 
Full credit la given to General Smolensk! 
for the victory at Velestino. 


Tbe flgbt to take plaoe will likely bo 


tbe most decisive of the whole campaign. 
Both armies bave had plenty of time to 
prepare for tbe final engagement., though 
It Is difficult to predict tbe result. There 
is no denying tbe fact that tbe oddi are 
In favor of the Turks. 
They are over- 


whelmingly strong In artillery, infantry 
and cavalry. 
The Ottoman troops, more- 


over, In splta of repulses just experienced, 
are flashed with victory, are full of confi- 
dence, and most eager to engage in battle. 
Moreover, they bave implicit confidence 
in the officers, who are thoroughly capable 
men themselves, and bave the benefit of 
advices from picked German and Rasslan 
officers. 
The positions they occupy are 


well chosen. The loss of a few thousand 
men to the Turks Is but a trlBlng affair. 
They bave all the men needed and plenty 
to spare. 
The Greeks occupy well en- 


trenched positions on high ground and 
are acting entirely on the defensive. The 
Greeks have no cavalry worth mentioning 
and very weak artillery. The Greek in- 
fantry may be oxpeotud to do fairly well 
while ocoupying good defensive positions. 
In tbe field or upon the open plain It la 
not to be expected that they will be a 
match for tbe Turks. 


Edham Pasha's^main forces aredividced 


into four divisions around Parasalos. 
from the present Indications it appears 
that It is Edhem Pasha's plan to turn 
both Greek flanks and practically Bur- 
round them. If, however, be should de- 
liver an attack and break through the 
Greek lines at A1 vail he will bave suc- 
ceeded in separating tbe two 
Greek 


armies, the one at Valestino commanded 
by General Smolensk!, and the main body 
at Parsslos commanded by the crown 
prince. 


Greek* Waiting Tor the Turks. 


Athens, May 6.—A dispatch from tbe 


front announces that Prince Constan- 
tino's army retired In perfect order from 
Domokoa last night. 
Domokos Is thir- 


teen miles south of Pharsaloa. There tho 
Greeks will await the attack of tbe Turks. 
General Smolenskl remains at Volestlno 
to protect Volo. PbaraaloB has been 
abandoned. 
Telegraph 
communication 


with tbat plaoe has been out off. It is 
authoritatively announced tjattbe powers 
bave intervened to propose mediation. 


General Smolenskl'e brigade Ig also 


about to retreat from Valestino and may 
fall book on Volo and try to hold that 
plaoe with the protection of the Greek fleet, 
or may retreat on Almyio with tbe view 
possibly of better effecting a junction with 
the main body ot the Greek army. The 
report of powers' Intervention is con- 
firmed. The ministers of Great Britain, 
France, Russia and Italy hare been In- 
structed to propose mediation between 
Greece and Turkey, and .similar Instruc 
Uons to the German and'Angtrian minis- 
ters are momentarily expected.

THAT HE MIGHT NOT STARVE. 


Piteous Story of • Linguist and Musician 


Bfovei Conrt and Jury. 


Pboanlx, Ariz., May 6.—A most un- 


natural scene was enacted in the police 
court here wherein the defendant, al- 
though confessing bis guilt, was dla 
charged and presented with a purse trade 
up by judge, jury, attorneys, and the 
prosecuting witness. This was Professor 
Alexander Segall, a Russian Hebrew ol 
fine education and remarkable skill as a 
violinist. Be was arrested at Tucson on 
a warrant charging him with the em- 
bezzlement of a costly Stelner model 
violin from E. S. Hersbey, a wealthy 
violin collector of this city. Tbe violin 
was borrowed with the ostensible purpose 
of selling it for Mr. Hersbey, who had a 
duplicate for this model. Prof. Segall 
t-stlfied that the posseaslon of the violin 
meant a living for him, and told a pitiful 
tale ot his poverty and Illness, and bow, 
by playing tbe violin on tba streets in his 
wanderings, he was always sure of a bed 
and something to eat. 
At Tucson, a dis- 


tance of 80 miles tbat be had covered 
through the kindness of some Mexicans 
who gave him a ride in their wagon, he 
attracted attention by bis playing and sev- 
eral well to-do pupils bad engaged him to 
toaob them the art. 


When the professor had finished his 


story the prosecuting witness was tbe first 
to start tbe subscription by donating 195. 
Judge, jurors and lawyers followed suit, 
and then Mr, Hersbey took tbe defendant 
home with him. 


Posthumous Child's Share. 


Terra Haute, May H.—Judge White, of 


Rookvllle, has set aside tbe will of the 
"Land King" of Indiana on tbe ground 
that there as no provision for a post- 
butnoos child, born a week ago.

Laverty died last December from Injuries 
received by a fall in one of the grain ele- 
vators on bis 6000-acre farm. 
His will 


gave one-third of the estate, valued at 
(960,000, to his widow, and two-thirds to 
a baby eon, and out off bis children by his 
first wife with |50 each, assigning as tbe 
reason that they had been nnflllul. Lav- 
erty was 71 years of age when be married 
tbe 31-year-old daughter of bis house- 
keeper three years ago, and this marriage 
made more bitter the quarrel with tbe 
children by his first wife, who then sued 
him for a partition of their mother's es- 
tate and asked for a guardian for him. 
He settled with them by paying over t-10,- 
000 last August and the same day made 
his will. These children protested the 
probate of it, and wero proceeding in 
court to prove that It was made under 
undue excitement, when the court took 
judicial knowledge of tbe expectation of 
an unprovl"ed-for heir, and suspended nil 
proceedings. The child was born, and 
now tbe <<onrt, under the decisions of tbe 
supreme court, holds tbat tbe will is in- 
valid. Tbe young widow has told her 
stepchildren, all of whom are older than 
herself, that she la willing that both seta 
of children shall shore alike, she to have 
ber third, and this disposition of tbe es- 
tate will probably be made.

The Modified Tariff Bill. 


St. Lonla Globe-Democrat: The changes 


"which the finance committee has made in 
the Dingley bill are not quite as nomer- 
ous or aa radical as the Democrats pre- 
dloted or the Republicans at one time 
expected. Still, they make some Import 
•ant alterations in the measure from the 
form It bad when It passed the bouse. As 
was anticipated, the retroactive clause 
was stricken oat. 
The reciprocity pro- 


vision placed In the bill by tbe house Is dis- 
placed by a more general section which 
will accomplish a somewhat similar pur 
pose in a simpler way. Tbe tax on beer 
le increased from tbe rate placed upon it 
by the house. On wools of tbe first and 
•eoond classes the duty is cut below the 
hODie figures, while on those of tbe third 
•class the duty is advanced. Tobacco of 
nearly all kinds will have a higher doty 
than was placed on It by the bouse, and 
bides are transferred from the free list to 
tbe dutiable schedules. 
Most of the 


duties on metals are reduced below the 
boon rates. 


ID general it may be said that the bill 


as it will be reported to tbe senate will be 
a more moderate measure than It was 
when it passed the house. 
While tbe 


changes are not radical, tbe majority ol 
them are reductions. As a revenue meas- 
ure the finance committee's modified bill 
Is an improvement over the bouse meas- 
ure. Nor is the reuqlrement of greater 
protection than tbe Wilson law affords 
lost sight of. Many duties are left as the 
house fixed them. Undoubtedly tbe bill 
In its modified form will be more accept- 
able to tbe senate than it would bave been 
in tbe shape In which it passed tbe bouse. 
The veterans who compose tbe Republican 
•end of tbe finance committee bave had a 
good deal of experience In tariff legisla- 
tion. They understand wha' the country 
needs In this line, and, what is of prime 
Importance at tbe present time, they know 
the senate's temper and what sort of a 
measure It will accept. 


It Is safe tJ predict that tbera will be no 


•long conflict between tbe two branches 
on this bill. Tbe changes made by tbe 
finance committee are not extreme. Un- 
like those made by tbe senate In the Wll- 
«OD bill, they are not calculated to arou;8 
tbe resentment of tbe house. Of course, 
nobody can tell just what shape the bill 
will bave when It passes the senate. With 
Its close balance between tbe Republicans 
on the cne side and all the other elements 
on tbe other, the senate is a very uncer- 
tain body at the present time. As tbe 
bill has been altered In tbe direction of 
•conservatism by tbe committee, however, 
the senate is not likely to make any sweep- 
Ing changes In It. There have been re- 
ports all along that a few Populist and 
•liver Republican senators wonid vote for 
•the bill if it were made a moderate meas- 
ure, and tbe committee has evidently in 
Its reshaping of toe bill kept In mind the 
necessity of attracting some of this out- 
aide support.

TraawTa»lon of Vital Enerer Thronsk 


Electric Impulie. 


Although a genuine elixir vitae has 


never been discovered, to satisfy the 
many swlters who have desired to ouV 
live their generation, Dr. Augusta 
Brown Girard. of New York, believes 
that the results of her years of experi- 
menting have proved very gratifying. 
Her theory is simple, and she is willing 
tliat aJl may benefit by her <Hsoovery, 
which she calls "transfusion ol vital 
energy through electric impulse." She 
lias been able to demonstrate thatvital- 
ity may be transmitted to a patient 
from a healthy man or woman, or eve-n 
from animals. "Man is a veritable hu- 
man battery, and may generate vitality 
in any part of his organism when lie 
kno\\s «hat nerves are involved and 
how to manipulate them." Dr. Brown 
said: 


"I sought first to loc-ate the seat of 


vitality. It may be called the 'germinal 
spot' or the 'fountain of life.' 1 believe 
this spot to be the pineal gl™«3, located 
at the base of the bruin, just above the 
pons varolii. I call that the positive 
pole. The negative pole I locate at the 
med'ulla spinalis, which is a short dis- 
tance from the extreme end of the 
spinal column." 


She made many experiments, and has 


obtained astonishing results. An elec- 
trode is fastened upon the head and 
back of the person or animal from 
which magnetism is to be drawn and 
connected, by wire, with a band around 
the head of the patient, in proximity to 
the pineal glnnd. He rests oue hand 
upon the electrode at the back of the 
animal. A current is passed fromabot- 
tery through the \ ital parts of the ani- 
mal and is received by the patient. A 
healthy ox is considered most satisfac- 
tory, although astonishing results huve 
been obtained 
from Newfoundland 


dogs. A German woman of seemingly 
inexhaustible vitality has beeu em- 
ployed many times. Dr. Brown grad- 
uated from the Woman's Medical col- 
lege, in Chicago, in IS":!, and has stud- 
ied for federal years abroad.—Chicago 
Intel1 Ocean. 


ADVANCED DIAGNOSIS. 


Denver Phynlctan SnRBCHtn a S«r 


Treatment for Tubercnlonlfl. 


Dr. A. Mansfield Holmes, of Denver, 


delivered a \ery interesting address at 
the pan-American, medical congress, in 
•which he spoke of the possibilities of 
diagnosing tuberculosis in a stage early 
enough to permit a cure being effected. 
"In the so-called active stage of tuber- 
culosis there are. disintegrating and 
wasting of tissues. 


"If we trace tuberculosis backward 


from the stage of visible disintegration, 
we shall sooner or later reach a period 
in its development in which the evi- 
dence of disintegration disappears from 
the pa.tiemt. In the active fctage of the 
disease we were studying the patient. 
Xow we are.studying his leucocytes (or 
white corpuscles)." Dr. Mansfield pre- 
pares the blood films, fixes, stains, 
mounts and studies (hem. Tlj» fsTKfer 


of the patient is cleaned antiseptically 
and pricked with a sterilized needle, 
The drop of blood should be used im- 
mediately, a drop for each film. Cell tis- 
sues, as well as almost all other animal 
tissues, possess great affinity for stains. 
By long study, the shade that a stain- 
ing solution communicates to cell tis- 
sues in. a normal state may be fixed in 
one's mind. Then abnormal conditions 
may be easily recognized by a varia- 
tion in the staining: reaction of these 
tissues. The doctor's careful study of 
100 tuberculous cases in, all stages of 
the disease shows that the law that 
causes disintegration in a tuberculous 
patient brings about the same process 
ait an. earlier date in tuberculous leu- 
cocytes. He believes it possible to eeti 
mate the degre of tuberculous condi- 
tion, and also of recuperative power; 
that a "diagnosis based upon the funda- 
mental principles of biology*' may be 
made.

Salt Water for nailer*. 


Experiments show that the straight 


tube express boiler may be in cnse of 
emergency run with salt water. The 
Yarrow boiler has tubes iys inches in 
diameter as compared to the 4y2 or 5- 
inch tubes of the boilers used in the 
English royal navy for battleships and 
large cruisers. It has been feared that 
the tubes of Hie small boilers woxild be 
quickly stopped in case salt water should 
gain access to them. Recently a \eissel 
with a Yarrow boiler was steamed off 
the mouth of the Thames five consecu- 
tive days for eight to ten hours a day. 
Sea water only was used tor feeding the 
boiler. It was found that the vessel 
cuuld easily be run at three-quarters 
:<r>pe<l without nnv didk-iiltv.

MAKING GLASS EYES. 


Require* Great Skill Iloth in C»t- 


Ins and Coloring;' 


The glass eye mak'rag industry is 


larger than most people have any idea 
of. the trade being- stimulated by the 
fact that the life of usefulness of 
glass eye is from six months to one 
jear, rarely longer. 
The salts con 


tained in the tears have a disastrous ac- 
tion on the enameled glass, and eat ii 
away to such an extent that the tin> 
spheres become so much smaller' ir 
size that >tUey can be worn only with 
great 3lscomfort. In Sew York there 
is a frctory turning out 500 glass eyes 
in the course of a single week. 


In iti, initial stage the eye, says the 


New York Herald, is a long, slender 
stick of enamel, made of perfectly 
transparent and fusible flint glass. This 
is placed in a crucible and exposed to 
great heat. The globemaker places the 
ena'nel over a blowpipe supplied with 
wind, which is pumped 
by engine 


power. 


Under the careful manipulation o)

formed into an oblong globe, just the 
size and shape of *he human eye. 


Kext it passes into the coloring room. 


A piece of colored enamel is placed on 
th(r summit of the globe, and this is 
gently heated in a small flame and con- 
tinuously rotated. Gradually this takes 
the form of the iris, and then a spot of 
darker enamel is added to represent 
the pupil. Then this is covered by a 
thick layer of crystal to form the cor- 


;a. 
At this stage the eye is detached from 


the blowpipe and cooled and then sent 
to the cutting room, and from it 
emerges sihaped into a small hollow 
oval with irregular edges. 


The edges are fired and the eye is 


allowed to cool slowly, this being the 
annealing or tempering process, which 
toughens the enamel and renders it lesi 
liable t'i break. The final work is the 
polishing, and then it is ready for the 
owner. 


The coloring work is the most deli- 


cate of all, as sometimes eight or nine 
colors are worked in to give the correct 
shade. 


SPIRIT PHOTOGRAPHY. 


A Step Towards the Logical Solution 


of It. Mj-.terl*.. 


Some apparently unexplainable mys- 


teries of photography seem to depend 
upon a previous exposure of a. plate, 
without the owner's knowledge. An 
exposure was made of the interior of a 
house. The plate developed more quick- 
ly than was expected, and the image 
waa quite different from the room in- 
tended to be photographed. The plate 
was from a fresh box. An exposure was 
made with a river in the foreground. 
The finished picture revealed the figure 
of a woman, apparently upright in the 
water. To complete the mystery, the 
body of a woman was found in the river 
a few weeks afterword, in the exact 
spot of which the photograph 
was 


taken. Papers awhile ago were telling 
of an exposure upon a "haunted" house. 
The nejrative showed a picture at a win- 
dow, said to be that of a man murdered 
there. A photograp*h of 
a garden 


showed a dog, « child's dress, and n 


t, which had not been there at. the 


time the plate was exposed. Upon trac- 
ing1 the history of this glass it was found 
that it had been used for other films, 
[t had been washed, immersed in nitric 
acid, and every means used to insure 
chemical cleanliness, yet energy enough 
remained latent to form a developable 
image upon the new film. This is a 
step toward the solution of the mystery 
of "ghost photography."—Chicago In- 
ter Ocean. 


The Colon of Animal*. 


It seems to be the result of long-con- 


tinued natural selection that the colors 
of animals at night seem to blend with 
their surronindiiags, and thus 
afford 


protection. Dark brown, gray and 
black animals appear so much like shad- 
ows as to be nearly invisible. Patches 
of white often appear like moonlight 
effects. While the brilliant coloring of 
butterflies serves to render them con- 
spicuous in the daytime, when perched 
upon golden-rod or other bright flowers 
at night they are nearly invisible. The 
stripes cm the tiger and zebra help 
to conceal them among the stalks and 
reeds; and fishes which rest at nufht 
among eel grass have longitudinal dark 
stripes. 


Static and the Hair. 


It is said that musicians who play 


entirely upon the piano preserve, if 
they do not acquire, a luxuriant growth 
of hair. On the other hand, wind instru- 
rrtnts, especially the cornet and the 
trombone, are fatal to hirsute adorn- 
ment. The violoncello and the harp are 
favorable to the preservation of the 
hair, but the flute cannot be depended 
on aJter the fiftieth year. Paderewskj 
is cited as anexample of what the vibra- 
tions of a piano will do in this direction. 
It has been admitted for a long time 
that music possesses a certain thera- 
peutic worth.

LOCKED UP IN GRANT'S TOMB. 


Fourteen People Spend an Uncom- 


fortable Two Hour* There. 


There were two hours of excitement 


the other day in and around Grant's 
tomb. Fourteen citizens were impris- 
oned in the dimly-lighted interior be- 
hind the heavy bronze doors, whioh 
stubbornly refused to move. jS'o one 
knows how it happened, but the bronze 
doors closed with an echo-raising clang 
and the heavy spring lock shot its bolt 
into position.

Then the 
effort was abandoned and a messenger 
was dispatched for the expert locksmith 
familiar with the stubborn fastening 
It was two hours before the great doors 
were finally forced open. A defect in 
the lock was the cause of the trouble. 


UNJUST TO AGENTS. 


Extennlon of Civil Service toPennlon 


A£cncleR Declurcd L'nfztlr. 


A movement »B understood to be in 


progress having for its object the revo- 
cation of that part of the civil service 
rules which applies to the clerical force 
of pension agencies. The extension of 
the rules to the agencies became opera- 
tive July 15, 1896, and' under the pro- 
visions an agent cannot remove an em 
ploye without the apporval of the com- 
missioner of pensions. It is claimed 
that this is an injustice to the agent* 
as well as depriving the administration 
of much patronage. The objectors con 
tend that the agents, who are hcavilj 
bonded in amounts ranging from $75,- 
000 to $150,000, should be allowed to se- 
lect those to whom they intrust the 
work and for whom they are held re- 
sponsible. Thus at Columbus, O., anc 
Topeka, Kan., it is pointed out tht 
agents cannot select any of the clerks 
who sign checks during the year repre- 
senting many millions of dollars, for 
'which the agents are held liable. There 
are 500 clerks affected by the extension 
01 the rules referred to.

Zimmer Left His Name and Address in 


His Hat, Then Jumped Out 


of a Boat—Inquest 


To Night. 


John K. Zimmer, a young man who 


came to this city from Stonington, II!., a 
short time ago, committed suicide toriay 
by jamplng Into tbe Sangamon river a 
short 
distance above the dam. Tbero 


were quite a number of fishermen on the 
river banks at tbe time, but the man was 
drowned before anything could be done to 
save him. 


Zimmer bad been at tbe river since day- 


break. Be had talked with the men and 
boys who were fishing but did not seem 
to be especially downcast. 
He walked 


up and down the banks of tbe river and 
for a time sat on tbe Illinois Central rail- 
road bridge. He then crossed to tbe south 
side of the river. About 9 o'clock Zim- 
mer stepped In a boat which was tied to a 
tree, walked to the end and jumped Into 
the water. The fishermen did not notice 
him ac the time, but John Carter, a col- 
ored man, heard tbe drowning man call 
as he rose in the water and sank again. 
It was a sure case of suicide as Zimmer 
had left his bat on the river bank and In 
the rim of It had placed an envelope on 
which was written his name and address. 


Coroner Bendure was notified of the 


iuioido and went to the river. It was 
necessary to have a boat and men were 
sent to tbe Maffit place where tbe boat be- 
longing to B. Bradley and Frank Curtis 
was secured. As It was known just where 
tbe body went down it was an easy matter 
to reach the body with tbe assistance of 
grappling books. James Meran brought 
the body to the Wykoff & Reeve undertak- 
ing rooms where the inquest will be held 
at 7:30 o'clock this evening. 


Zimmer was a man probably not yet 30 


years old. He was fairly well dressed In 
a suit of black clothes and a white shirt.
